Restaurants in New York

NEW YORK 一 In a case that 
has bearing for all Chinese restaurant 
labor organizers in New York City， 
the National Labor Relations Board 
(ONLRB) last week reopened unfair 
labor Practice Proceedings against 3 
_wWell-known Chinatown restaurant. 
The board is prosecuting the 
management of the Hong Gung 
restaurant,， 30 Pell Street，on three 
counts of unfair labor practices. The 
charges stem from suits filed earlier 
this year by the restaurant's 
unionized dining room workers. 

JIn those suits, the workers charge 
that the management attempted to 
eliminate the ， union first by 
threatening to close the restaurant， 
then by actually closing and secretly 
rielocating it and by refusing to hire

NO OFEICIAL POLICY 

Curretitly, the Bay Area'sPpublic 
radio station airs Several one-hour

Jewish， Spanish and Arab 
communities. This format, however， 
was _ never an official Policy of 
KQED-FM， according to Al 
Hulsen, station manager. 

The 玫 QED board of directors 
resolved at their December 106， 
1982, meeting to take a look at the 
radio station s foreign language and 
ethnic programming services and 
directed the sta 作 to come up with 
recommendations for an official 
station format. 

The board also passed three 
resolutions ，pertaining to the 
ServiceSs.

“but someone pointed out that the 
Public had not had a Say in the 
decision. So they belatedly held this 
meeting to go through the motions,” 
asserted the executive director.

Opponents of the 
bill, however, referto it as a forced 
Sensitivity” toward the Hispanic 
comimunity due to the importance of 
that group's vote in next years 
elections. 

The opponents believe the 
Administration might use its 
influence to have the legislation 
“shelved”until after the elections 
and- then have it reappear and 
approvVed.

FEollowing an 
investigation into the matter，the 
NLRB issued a_ complaint against 
Eng,， and began prosecuting him for 
operating a runaway Shop. 

CANNOT CLOSE 

(Under federal labor law，the 
owner of a _ unionized restaurant 
cannot close his Shop and relocate 让 
elsewhere in order to avoid 
unionization. In issuing a complaint 
against Eng， the 1labor board 
acknowledged the union's claim that 
his New Jersey restaurant，called 
Taishing Garden, may be arunaway 
shop, and thus in Violation of federal 
labor law.) 

In related activities，the Hong 
Gung urnion has organized several 
pickets at Engs New Jersey 
restaurant， 了 Pickets began there in 
early July, but werehaltedby a court 
order brought against the picketers 
by Taishing Garden s management， 
That order was then dismissed by a 
New ': Jersey Superior Court on 
August 31.， Union representatives 
Say they are planning future pickets 
at Taishing Garden，but cannot 
disclose dates for those protests， 

In another Significant restaurant 
dispute，workers at a posh, uptown 
Manhattan Chinese restaurant are 
charging that they have been locked 
out by the management. 、 The 
restaurant David K's，1115 3rd 
Avenueiiclosed on July 17 without 
advancenotice or explanation bythe 
management.， IThe owner，David 
Keh，a former waiter, has said that 
the closing is for renovations.

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Theater Company Needs New 
Home After Fire Code Citations

SAN FRANCISCO 一 After 
Seven years at its _ California and 
Fifth Avenue location，the Asian 
American Theater Company must 
now move because it cannot abate 
-the several code violations with 
Which it had been cited in a recent 
-inspection bythe San Francisco Fire 
Department. 

In an emergency meeting of the 
board of directors held last Sunday， 
the performing arts group decided to 
close down the facility and begin an 

intense Search for alternative space， 
rather than to Sink money into 
Tebuilding the wooden structure So 
that it would meet the fire code 
Standards， explained Dennis 
Meyers， the theater's execnutive 
director. ， 
SERIES OF VISITS 

Their action came as aresultofa 
Series of visits by inspectors that 
began one week ago，as part of a 
neighborhood inspection of the 
shops and spaces along the street. 
“They could not believe that we had 
been here Since 1976,” recalled 
Meyers. The two inspectors 
informedthe directorthatthey would 
request that another inspector come 
out and go overthebuilding in detail, 

On Thursday, two days after the 


first visit, another inspector arrived.. 


“He said that he had received an 
anonymous Phone tip that the 
building was notupto code,” Meyers 
related. 

According to Fire Inspector 
Ozell Austin，one of the men who 
came out on the following Friday to 
look over the theater, recelving such 
atip is not unusual. 

“Ht happens all the time. We go 
out and inspect; not ... the city is 
liable [for any fire damage]. We're 
Supposed to check out every 
complaintin fourdays,butthey dont 
have to abate the problem in four 
days,”said Austin.

SOLD OUT 

Austin and Chief James Lang 
from the localfire station cametothe 
theater a few minutes before the 
Friday night performance was to 
begin， (a_ common Practice for 
inspections of bars, restaurants and 
theaters，which open only at night). 
Board member Susan Lai said that 
that show had been sold out, with 20 
additionalpersons onthe waiting list. 


Though Lai, aresearch associate 


for Crocker Bank，conceded to 
Austin and Lang that the problems 
With the Space had existed foralong 
time, but that they had not had any 
problems before,， she spent most of 
her time negotiating with them to 
allow the current Show to finish its 
run. 
“It was the last weekend for 
下 OO 及, ”she said.“We were closing 
on Sunday.”The two groups finally 
compromised on having the show go 
on, but only with a reduction of the 
audience Size from 99 to 49, a size 
Ozellfeltcould be accommodatedby 
the structure'"s one exit.

HAZARDOUS 

Citing the problems with the 
Wiring System (as well as the door)， 
Austin stated,， “It _ was kind of 
hazardous;,butIdecidedto givethem 
two more days as long as they kept 
the size down.”He gave the theater 
ten days in which to respond to the 
Violations.

Ihough he and others with whom 
下 asW 了 Best spoke stressed.that the 
inspectorshad beenfair andhad only 
donetheir jobs withouttaking“great 
delight” in bringing the bad news to 
the group，Meyers also pointed onuit 
the action had made people in the 
theater draw nearer to each other.

He was 
confident, however, the show woujld 
go on.“We've pulled ourselves oat 
of holes before.”

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Reading 
a newSspaper may not be a difficult 
task for most people， But for the 
blind， newspapers， ”Imiagazines， 
books and other written material are' 
often an inaccessible luxury， 

Fortunately，a_unique reading 
and information service is available 
for the thousands of blind and print- 
handicapped of the Bay Area 
through 3a non-profit organization 
called Broadcast Services for the 
Blind (BSB). 

BROAD RANGE 

The tiny 6-year-old station 
Provides a broad range of reading 
Programs Such ， as Morning 
Newspapers，Recipe Box， 
Montgomery Street Review，Books 
Ala Cart， BSB'Ss HalfHour of 
Humor， Science and the 
Environment and a Special ethnic 
”news program called Melting Pot: 

According to Joe Paulino， 
Volunteer coordinatorprogrammer， 
BsB isjustone of75 such stations for 
the blind in the country，but adds 
proudly that BSB is probably the 
Station with the “widest type of 
Programming.” 

-“My goal as programmeris to try 
to getpeople together,， 了 Paulino said. 
His first priority is to inform BSB 
listeners. The second, he said, is to 
get people out of the house. 

One of BSB's newer programs， 
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Melting Pot，was developed partly 
because of the station2s philosophy 
oftryingto give its listeners variety in 


progrmaming. 
“Our PIoOgrams included 
eVerything ” from the Nationa 


Lampoon to the CH7zsliaz_ Scietce 
Momritop but we had no 
Tepresentation from minorities,?” 
Paulino explained. 
WEEKLY SHOWS 
When Melting Pot first started 
about Six months ago, it consisted of 


one reader and a few ethnic 
magazines. Now the half-hour 
program,，- which .， airs “every 


Wednesdayevening atnine,includes 
Weekly Shows devoted to Asian， 
Black or Jewish community news. 

Craig Tsuyumine， a San 
Erancisco_ State University senior 
broadcasting major， first Soloed on 
the Show but now co-hosts with two 
other readers.“We gotthe namefor 
the Program because San Francisco 
has such a great abundancy of races 
and ethnic groups, the 21-year-old 
volunteer said. 

He enjoys the experience and 
Practice in reading a half-hour text. 
And also“you're doing something 
for somebody,”he said. 

Melting Pot includes readings 
from ethnic newspapers,， magazines 
and press releases announcing 


events and Programs. 

Although Tsuyumine has _ had 
experiences as a disc jockey and 
news prIogrammer，working on the 
BSB show required a different 
approach.“It's a big responsibility. 
You have to remember you are 
catering to a blind audience,”he 
Said.“Youte acting as their eyes.” 

He pointed out that what may be 
asSimple piece ofinformation such as 
the announcement of a wonderful art 
show or Something -“everybody 
should go out and see,”is not fair to 
the blind listener who cannot enjoy 
the event. 

According to statistics from the 
list ofthose who have BSB receivers， 
most of the station's_ clients_ are 
Senior citizens,， many of whom are 
house-bound. 

BSB may soon take a formal 
Survey of client's backgrounds and 
Programming requests, Paulino said， 
to better understand the needs of its 
listeners. 

NOT CENSORED 

None ofthe materialread on BSB 
is censored or edited, and only those 
WwWith Special close-circuit receivers 
can .jlisten to the station. The 
frequency is sent through an SCA 
Sub-channel of radio station KPFA 
in Berkeley, and thus is notregulated 
by the Same strict programming laws 
as regular AM and 下 M stations. 

BSB estimates there are over 
100,000 blind and Print- 
handicapped residents in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. However, only 
3,000 are BSB clients. 

Special SCA radio receivers cost 
$75，Paulino noted， but those who 
cannot pay Imay apply for a waiVer 
of payment. 

BSB receives major funding 
through Blind San Franciscans, Inec. 
and additional funding from ahost of 
private foundations. Over 150 
readers volunteer their time. - 

BSB encourages more eligible 
blind and print-handicapped people 
to apply for the service. For 
information ， contact Broadcast 
Services for the Blind，420 Taylor 
Street， Rm.

” Common in Asians 


seeks Volunteers to help staff and 


thalassemia are blood diseases 
which affectthe capacity ofredblood 
cells to carry Oxygen to the different 
parts of the body.They specifically 
affect the size and number of the 


cells. 


Thalassemia is not contagious， 
that is, one person cannot “catch” 让 
from another. However, the diseases 
are inherited, passed on from parent 
to _ child. (One of the best-known 
related blood disorders is Sickle cell 
anemia，which is most prevalent 
among blacks.) 

“Hemoglobin diseases are 
inherited only when poth parents 
have a hemoglobin trait,” saySs 
Rodgers in her pamphlet on Testzz28

“When both parents have the 
trait，there is a 2596 chance with 
each pregnancy that the baby will 
inherit the unusual homoglobin from 
each parent and thus have a lifelong 
hemoglobin .disease, there is a S09%6 
chance that the baby will have a 
hemoglobin trait and a 259%6 chance 
that the baby will have normal 
hemoglobin,”reported Rodgers. 

Lustig stressed, “One pregnancy 
does not afifect the rest of the. 
pregnancies.”That is, the 25-50-25 
ratio remains constant forthe birth of 
eacji child. Thus,ifacouplehas. one 
normal child, and two with the trait， 
idoes not mean that the fourth will 
definitely have the major form of the 
disease.

forms， the 


individuals are carriers.“Carriers of 


the trait are not anemic，do not 
require blood transfusion， live 
normal lives and enjoy good health 
because they are able to make 
enough homoglobin,”reported the

-However，when a child inherits 
two of the defective genes from the 
parents，a more serious Situation 
develops. In alpha thalassemia, if a 
child receives no alpha-producing 
genes, S/he is either stillborn or'dies

chain of globins is needed prenatally 
to keep the fetus alive，explained 


Lustig. 
”IOXEMIA 

“[Alpha thalassemia] leads to 
severe ，OXygen deprivation and 
results in abloated fetus. This means 
toxemia in the mother and is fatal to 
the baby,”she said. Toxemia is a 
condition in which there is 3a large 
amount of amniotic fluid. “At Six 
months, the mother looks like she's 
going to deliver,”Lustig observed.

PROBLEMS 

While both counselors accepted 
the transfusion treatment as the only 
way in which a beta thalassemia 
major patient could survive，Lustig 
pointed out that treatment can 
also_ bring about some of its own 
problems. 

Transfusions can lead to “iron 
Overload,” she said, because 3a 
person with thalassemia is constantly 
making red blood cells which do not 
last very long. The iron that is 
created| with the cells is not 
exXcreted, but rather，is deposited in 
the heart and liver，causing a fatal 
condition 

JIn order to try and prevent this 
from happening, she mentioned that 
-Children's Hospital is trying to 
remove the iron from thebody with a 

"pump，and with a needle which is 
inserted under the skin. Medication 
is released over an eight-hour period 

_of time during the night. 

“Werre starting this at a younger 
age, five or seven, and the [children] 
are doing fine， They're looking 
good,”Lustig observed.

She also mentioned that while 
many parents deny the disease's 
existence，Some may Overreact the 
other way.“IThey want to attribute 
every [single] cold to it.” 

Lustig said that in Some casesshe 
must convince worried parents that 站 
they carry trait, it does not increase 
their risk for all sorts of other 
diseasesS. 

Forthe affected child,the disease 
becomes 3a part of life. However， 
“when they get-older，around nine 
and eleveni ”said Rodgers, “they 
begin to ask“Will [date” “Wil 
marry” etc. That's when the patient 
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realizes that 工 am differentthan other 
kids,”and they can't assume their 
lives will go on jlike the others,” 
explained the General Hospital 
counselor. 

Testing for beta thalassemia is 
routinely done with newborns in 
some hospitals and health centers 
with blood taken from the umbilical 
cords. With the aljpha form, thetestis 
done through amniocentesis，or the 
drawing of fluid from the amniotic 
Sac of a pregnant woman.

Both genetic counselors agree 
that one of the most common 
problems is that parents fail to come 
in early enough to allow the hospital 
to do a blood test of them and then 
allow time to act on a pregnancy. 
They urge early Screening. 

“For families，what is facing 
them firstof all is how they feel about 
the risk figures and their chances in 
life;”said Lustig.“Some consider 
2596 too high; some feel 1009%6 is not 
too high because they want to have 
children and feel they can handle it. 
But,”she added,“if you' re never 
Screened, you never have the cholice 
to make.” 

Rodgers agreed. “Its very 
frightening. Though parents may not 
like their children to have the 
disease, all of them prefer to know 
ahead of time. Maybe they would ve 
made a different decision. . . .ITragic 
as it is, they can prepare for it.”

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Astate 
health official told an audience of 
primarily Asian American health 
professionals and consumers that 
county health services will Survive 
the drastic changes which have beset 
them in the lastyearbut conceded 
that the services will be reduced. 

Dr Peter Abbott， chief of 
County Health Services in the 
Department of Public Health for 
Cajifornia,statedhisprognosis forthe 
life of the system to about 50 
members of the Bay Area Asian 
Health Alliance. 

MIA's 

Abbott is in charge of 
administering funds used by the 
counties to facilitate the transfer of 
providing health care to medically 
indigent adults from the state to the 
county. Those funds, approximately 
$462 million, represents only abonut 
709%6 ofthe amountthestate itselfhad 
spent when it was reSponsible forthe 
care of persons who had no other 
SoOurces for health care. 

The physician/administrator 
also_ informed the _ group that he 
foresees several themes that will 
dictate the flow of monies to the 
communities. First, he felt thatthere 
will be a growing emphasis on local 


govermment _ control 
block grant process. 

He predicted，there will be more 
emphasis on competition and the 
forces of the marketplace” in 
determining who will provide health 
care to poorpeoplenow thatthe state 
has stepped aside. The demand -for 
Services would attract Providers 
according to the theory. 

Abbott admitted though， This is

Redress Workshop Builds More 
Support, Fails to Solve Problems

NEW YORK,，NY 一 Almost 
200 Japanese Americans, including 
many of the national leaders of the 
Japanese American Citizens 
League，attended 3a Workshop on 
redress，held in New York 1last 
month. 

Planned by the group's Eastern 
and Midwest District Councils, the 
workshop was the largest event of a 
four-day conference. The 
presentation ofaudiovisual materials 
and speeches brought out pledges of 
greater SUpport for grassroots worK 
by the organization sS national 
leaders, and helped'to feed the spirit 
of enthusiasm that abounded in the 
IOom. New pieces of redress 
information also came to light at the 
SeSSion， 

CIVIL RIGHTS ACT 


For instance，the bill to be、 


introduced by Rep. Jim Wright (D- 
Texas) is to be called the “Civil 
Rights Act of 1983; ”andJACL has 
hired the public affairs counselto the 
federal Commission on Wartime 
Relocation and Internment of 
Civilians to help with 60 days` worth 
of promotional work. 

Similar prior efforts in this area 
had given New York's JACL 
president Tom 天 ometani a slot on 
the MacNeil-Lehrer Report on the 
same day the commission s 
recommendations were released. 

The workshop also pointed out 
some problems， howeyver. -Eor 
example， workshop chair Grace 
Uyehara reported that the area 
covered by the two district councils 
had 204 representatives and-.30 
Senators，None of the workshop's 
Speakers， however， directly 
anSwWered 了 he question of how the 
group expects to reach these 
legislators given the limited 
resources of budget and staf 人 . 

Eurther，though mention was 
made of compiling a “scorecard ”on 
which members of Congress Were 
for，8against or undecided about 
redress, there Was no discussion on 
the results of any preliminary 


reSearch and outreach. 
OVERALL STRATEGY 

Also,， 
lobbying and public speaking Were 
外 ven, the conference had no specific 
lobbying materials ”or overall 
strategy by Which to garmer the 
neceSSary voteS. 

The conference participants did 
not discuss the status of the class 
action lawsuit filed by the National 
Council for Japanese .American 
Redress or the effect of the 
commijssions recommendation for 
pardons on the coram nobis cases 
filed earlier this year by Ered 
玫 orematsu Minoru Yasui and 
Gordon Hirabayashi. 

(Ihe three Niseis challenge the 
validity ofthe orderupon which their 
convictions were based. They argue 
that the orders were illegal and that 


- they had committed no crime, thus 


making pardons inappropriate.) 
Ihe group also only discussed 


briefly the bill introduced by Rep. 


Mike Lowry (D-Wash)，and co- 
sponsored thus far by 41 of his 
colleagues, Ihe Lowry redress bill 
does not conform exactly to the 
commission's recommendations, but 
the Supporting materials may have 
helped to persuade Congress to 
approve of the formation of the 
commlsslon two years ago. 口

OAKLAND 一 Crowded into 
one small street-level condominium 
ip Oakland:s Chinatown are well 
over 35,000 books, paperbacks and 
periodicals. Squeezed between the 
shelves lining the wall and dividing 
the room are 3a myriad of people， 
often numbering up to 600 a day. 

With a circulation of 700 pieces 
of writing and tapes in different 
Asian languages, the Asian Branch 
of the Oakland Public Library has 
become the second busiest in the 
Whole system. Its readers Tepresent 
at least Six language groups 一 
English， Chinese， Japanese， 
Korean， Filipino，” Vietnamese， 
Cambodian and Laotian， And its 
staff of twelve workers, mostly part- 
time, is also multilingual. 

LANGUAGE-NEED 

The one full-time staff member is 
librarian Suzanne Lo. The 33-year- 
old Oakland native is responsible for 
managing the branch and its sta 全 ， 
and for the selection of library 
materials. Her goalj she Says, is to 
ensure that the information obtained 


is geared -to the branch's special ， 


language-need clientele, 

Lo earned her masters degree in 
library science at UC Berkeley. Her 
decision to _ enter the field came 
earlier as result of her part-time job 
as a librarian at Laney Community 
College, Where shebeganher college 
career. 

“I decided to be a librarian or a 
teacher. Ienjoy children,” remarked 
the mother of a Seven-year-old 
daughter. “Being a children's 
librarian sounded more exciting than 
being a teacher.”After graduation， 
she took a job in San Francisco， 
spending many of her nine years 
there at the Chinatown Branch ofthe 
library. 

During her tenure there，the 
Oakland Library secured federal 
Imoney to establish the :Asian 
Branch. 工 wo year later，the local 
library assumed the cogsts of the 
branch. 

COMMUNITY SUPPORT 

The federal money was obtained 
and overseen with help from the 
library's ” community Supporters， 
noted Deedie “Lines， _ district 
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Supervisor for the library. Some of 
those initial Supporters became the 
basis of the current Support group， 
Eriends of the Asian Library. Now， 
the groupb concentrates on 
fundraising，co-hosting events amnd 
Providing people-powerfor different 
library activities. 

The community has also Shown 
its Support in other waySs，Lo 
explained， SUch aS reader 
Suggestions for library materials 
from the readers.“ People are always 
on the lookonut for material for us. 
And they let us know about it” 

One man, she recalled, told them 
of a copy of 777ze magazine which 
contained a good article on Japan. 
Because the branch did not have a 
Subscription，Lo had to contact 
many SoOurces before she finally was 
able to add the issue to the stock. 

.While most of the branch's 
Teaders are Asian American，Lines 
pointed out that the library has 
become a reSource for other libraries 
Whose Asian language resources are 
not as Well-developed. Lo and her 
Staff help other branches Select and 
purchase materials. 

RADIO REQUESTS 

Lo concurred，adding that 20- 
2596 oftheir services are provided to 
persons outside of the Oakland 
Chinatown area, including requests 
from radio stations and newspapers 
for statistics on Asians in the US. 

“If most libraries are on top of 
their profession, they should provide 
that type of material already. In 
terms of language [resources] maybe
